NEWS CAMERAMAN 
RIPPED TO PIECES 
BY HURTLING CAR 


Auto Was Traveling at 
Speed of 202 Miles Per 


Hour When Tragedy Oc- 
curred.

Ocean Speedway. Daytona Beach, 
Fla.. March 13.—(#)—Lee Bible, 42- 
year-old Daytona Beach garage me- 
chanic, rode to a spectacular death to- 
dav the 56-cylinder racing ear 
with which he was attempting 
break the world’s speed record of 23 
miles an hour went out of control and 
crashed into the sand dunes, striking 
and killing outright Charles Traub. a 

news ree] cameraman. 

The accident, which was one of the 
most gruesome in the history of beach 
racing here. occurred immediately aft- 
er Bible had crossed the measured 
mile course at a speed of 202 miles an 
hour. It was witnessed by a crowd 
of approximately 20,000 spectators, 
who lined sand dunes for miles. 

Witnesses Tell of Crash. 

Roaring over the course at such a 
terrific speed, the car, owned by J. 
M. White, of Philadelphia, quickly dis- 
appeared in a haze that hung over the 
beach, and these who sat in the grand- 
stand, a mile away,. were unable to see 
just how the accident happened. 

Eye-witnesses, who were standing 
on the dunes at the end of the mile,

It bounced 
high into the air, going into a barrel 
roll and smashed into the dunes with a 
terrific impact. Traub. who was 
standing on the beach taking pictures 
of the race, attempted to get out of 
the way, but the car was traveling 
too fast. 

Traub was struck squarely by the 
speeding car just before it crashed into 
the dunes. Part of his body was hurled 
on top of the dunes, while the rest of 
it mg strewn down the sand for 300 
yards 

While the car was turning over, and 
just before it struck the dunes, Bible's 
body was hurled from the machine

Early Impression. 

That estimates of new presidents 
should be expressed within 10 days of 
inauguration may not be logical, but 
is according to nature nevertheless, 
The early impression is often a mat- 
ter of accident, depending upon what

Needed by Schools, Says Dykes 


Editor Constitution: I do not wish 
to tire the public with newspaper 
cards ‘but I should like the privilege 
of saying that it would be unfortunate 
to submit to the public, as a referen- 
dum, three or four plans of school or- 
ganization for the purpose of select- 
ing one by popular vote. 

This would throw the schools into 
politics and do untold harm, 

The ballot box is not the place to 
determine the proper. plan for the 
management of the schools. This is 
work that should be done by a com- 
petent committee and after all details 
are carefully worked out the plan 
‘should be submitted to council for 
approval, 

If the council is to be responsible 
for financing the school system then 
‘it is only reasomable to assume that 
ithe council and the board of educa- 
tion will function most satisfactorily 
if the board i8 appointed by the coun- 


if. 

The management of the schools is 
and should be divorced from council. 
It is pure propaganda to claim that 
the selection of the board members by 
council would turn the schools back- 
ward. 

There are some good folks on the 
‘city board at present but they have 
gone off after false gods. What they 
need is not an “organ” but.a guard- 
ian, 


They say they don’t want to be told 
by people living outside the city how 
to run the schools. Why didn’t they 
think of this when they paid Engel- 
hart, Strayer & Co. many thousand 
dollars to tell them what to do? Why 
did they go north to get a business 
manager? Haven’t we a man in a city 
the size of Atlanta with enough busi- 
ness ability to fill the position? 

They said false statements had been 
made by misinformed critics but the 
only concrete case mentioned was in 
regard to the removal of the desks in 
the grammar schools. They said the 
desks in the lower grades had been 
taken up but would be used elsewhere 
later. 

Now, in the name of common sense, 
where on earth can these little desks 
be used “elsewhere in the system’? 
Why are they selling these desks to 
other schools at a reduced price if 
they are planning to use them later? 
It is not necessary to accuse them of 
falsifying.

I can tell by the 
way you throw how your arm feels,” 
went on Dan, more seriously.

Consumers Complain. 

With domestic copper jumping yes- 
terday a full half cent to 20 cents a 
pound and export copper up a halé 
cent today to 20 1-4, copper consum- 
ers are beginning to complain to the 
department of justice at Washington 
against violation of the law by cop- 
per producers who are acting in agree- 
ment in curtailing production and ad- 
vancing selling prices. The existing 
price of 20 cents for domestic cop- 
per compare; with this year’s low of 
14 1-8 cents. With less than three 
menths of 1929 gone this is a sensa- 
tional advance for the year in the 
price of copper which began -its ad- 
vance last year from above 13 cents. 
Undoubtedly part of this year’s sen- 
sational price advance is due to the 
efforts of the newly formed domestic 
copper association and the revived ex- 
port copper association. 

Months ago, that is is 3928, infor- 
mation was submitted to the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington by the 
New York Journal of Commerce 
showing @lainiy that the advances 
then taking place in cOpper could 
not have occurred without agreement 
among producers in violation of the 
law. So far no aciion has been taken 
by Washington. It remains to be 
seen what the new administration will 
do in view of the inaugural address 
of President Hoover, the. keynote of 
which was a call on the nation as a 
whole for a return to the obedience 
of the law. As Wall street under- 
stands it, Hoover, as secretary of 
commerce had much to do in giving 
approval of the Coolidge administra- 
tion to the formation of trade asso- 
ciations. Hoover  nndoubtedly be- 
lieves in trade associations as mod- 
ern machinery in bringing about a 
proper adjustment between production 
and consumption which is at the bot- 
tom of continued prosperity in gen- 
eral trade. This approval on the part 
of Hoover, however, judging from. his 
inaugural address does not inelude 
trade associations that are violating 
the law. 

Irrespective of what may or may 
not be done at Washington in regard 
to the activities of the newly formed 
domestic copper association and the 
revived export copper association, in- 
formed Wall street believes that a 
mistake has been made by the cop- 
per producers in allowing the mar- 
ket to run away. It is only a ques- 
tion- of time until existing prices stim- 
ulate production which will again 
throw production and consumption
